WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
The War Production Board today 
curtailed the commercial manu- 
facture of ice cream, frozen cus- 


en desserts of ice cream mix dur- 
ing December and January to con- 
serve butterfat for butter. 
Government officials were quick 
to point out, however, that it was 
not planned to bar ice cream man- 
ufacture, though some new and 
fruity flavors might replace old 
standbys. 
During December and January, 
commercial manufacture of ice 
cream and other frozen desserts is 
limited to 60 per cent of October 
output. WPB pointed out, how- 
ever, that the actual reduction 
would be about only 20 per cent, 
cream 


that in October. 

The order provides that formulas. 
used by manufacturers during 
October must not be changed. WPB 
said this meant that the quality 
of all brands must be preserved at 
present levels, although flavors 
and coloring may be changed.

New Policies for 194%. 

He said the following govern- 
mental policies would be evoked in 
1943: 

1, More decentralization of OPA 
affairs away from Washington. 

2. More rationed items, including 
a-snumber of articles of clothing 
and food not now rationed. 

3. Raising of substandard wages 
and the adjustment of price ceil- 
ings to accommodate such in- 
creases in some sections, 

4. Punishment of flagrant viola- 
tors of rationing, including gaso- 
line rationing violators. 

5. Maintenance of present cor- 
porate policies. 

6. More czars. 

7. More red tape. 

Henderson said no satisfactory

for “free enterprise” had been 
found after a year of price admin- 
istration.

“It has displayed courage and 
determination in the face of unin- 
formed criticism,” he wrote, “The 
knowledge and experience of this 
organization will be of great as- 
sistance in the consideration of a

“With the satisfaction of a good 
job well done and .with a high 
sense of integrity, the Work Pro}- 
ects Administration has asked for 
and.earned an honorable dis- 
charge.” : 

The letter stated that the liquida- 
tion would conserve a large amount 
of the funds already appropriated 
and. necessitate the closing out. of 
all project operations in many 
states by Feb. 1 and in other states 
as soon thereafter ag feasible. 

191 Million Spent This Year, 

‘ WPA * appropriations ‘available 
for the current year amounted to 
340 million dollars, of- which 60 
million dollars was left over from 
previous years’ allotments. Ex- 
penditures from July 1 to Dec, 1, 
according to the daily Treasury 
statement, were $191,392,000. The 
number of beneficiaries on the 
rolls on Nov. 24, the WPA said, 
was 354.619.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Dec. 4 (AP).—At the 
cost of only light casualties, Allied 
troops were reported today to have 
killed 450 Japanese in the Gona 
area of New Guinea as they tight- 
ened the noose around enemy 
forces trapped in that coastal 
stronghold and at nearby Buna. 

A communique announcing the 
Allied successes acknowledged that 
the Japanese were “resisting stub- 
bornly” but said they were being 
subjected to a merciless battering 
by planes and artillery. 

Allied airmen also ranged across 
the sea northwest of Australia to 
strike a heavy blow at the Jap- 
anese base at Koepang, Dutch 
Timor, where they destroyed or 
damaged 21 Japanese planes, the 
communique said. 

Following up the previous day’s 
aerial attack over Northeast New 
Guinea where the enemy lost 23 
Zero planes, the raiders from Aus- 
tralia caught the Japanese nap- 
ping. Many of the foe’s craft were 
destroyed before they had a chance 
to get into the air. 

Much bombing attention has 
been directed at Timor by Gen. 
MacArthur since receipt of reports 
that the Japanese, faced with pos- 
sible loss of New Guinea, were 
moving in troops and equipment. 
Many of these raids have been 
occupied with the strafing of 
troops in Timor towns. 

Close Quarter Fighting. 

In New Guinea jungle-toughened 
Australian and American troops 
have divided the Japanese on the 
north shore into two contracting 
pockets around Buna and Gona, 
and fighting is so close that the 
Allied troops can hear the curses 
of the dying Japanese, according 
to dispatches from the front. 

The plight of the Japanese grew 
graver after their sixth attempt 
at reinforcement had been turned 


and other Allied planes which 
routed a destroyer force. 

Allied troops already had infil- 
trated the cluster of grass huts 
which is Buna and controlled a 
shore line of about seven miles 
separating the Japanese trapped at 
Gona. Dispatches said the drive to 
Buna possibly again divided the 
enemy, further separating troops 
guarding a landing strip at Cape 
Endaiadere from his strongest 
force at Sanananda, five miles up 
the coast from Buna. 

Two Gun Posts Captured. 


In the latest action at Gona two JUDGE LINKS NAZI EMBASSY 


Japanese machine-gun posts were 
reported captured in the Allied ad- 
vance. In addition to the 450 Jap- 
anese reported killed, an Allied 
patrol was said to have inflicted 
approximately 20 casualties on the 
enemy in a skirmish. 

At Buna the Japanese were sav- 
agely contesting every foot of 
ground. The Allies reported a 
slight advance by their ground 
troops and indicated their flyers 
were taking a mounting toll of en- 
emy dead and wounded, 

So low did the Allied airmen 
sweep in their attacks that the 
Japanese were reported firing at 
them with trench mortars—with- 
out results, however. 

There were no further reports 
of the Japanese destroyers that 
attempted to land reinforcements 
and were beaten off. When last 
geen the enemy warships were 
40 miles off shore and heading 
north away from New Guinea. 

Belated reports said that Beau- 
fighter planes in the Gona area 
sank two empty barges and two 
others each containing about 20 
Japanese soldiers. These barges 
were among those which apparent- 
ly were intended to transfer troops 
to shore from the destroyers.

Both were rescued, little“ the 
worse for the wear, and both re- 
turned here on the same day on 
“maritime disaster” furloughs to 
surprise their families. 
Saw Torpedo, 

Lewis, who enlisted last January, 
is a pharmacist’s mate, third class. 
He reported that he was standing 
on the deck and saw the approach 
of the torpedo which struck the 
transport, 
The order to abandon ship came 
immediately as flames shot up, but 
Lewis remained until the end to 
help the injured. He jumped over- 
board with a group of officers who 
were the last to leave the ship. 
Most of the men got ashore, he 
said, some of them swimming all 
the way with the aid of lifebelts, 
and others climbing aboard rafts. 
He himself was rescued from a 
raft. ; 
Beck, who enlisted last July 18 
as a quartermaster, first class, 
served with the Navy in the first 
World War, witnessing the sink- 
ing of submarines and a bombing 
raid on London, but he declared 
that he saw more action in four 
days in this war than he saw in 
37 months in the previous one. 

Under ‘Attack Four Days. 
The Bliss was part of the in- 
vasion armada which proceeded to 
Africa from the eastern coast of 
the United States, he said. For 
four days beginning with the 
morning of Nov. 8, his transport 
was strafed and bombed from the 
air and shelled by French shore 
batteries on the western coast of 
Morocco, yet nearly all landing. 
boats got their cargoes of men 
and machines ashore before the 
ship finally was knocked out by a 
torpedo at dusk, 
Beck’s battle station was on the 
bridge, where he served as assist- 
ant to the navigator. Throughout 
the four-day battle he remained at 
his post, getting about two hours’ 
sleep each 24 hours. 
On the first morning, he report- 
ed, three German planes dropped 
sticks of bombs near the Bliss but 
were driven off by fire from other 
vessels. Shore batteries at Fedala, 
some 15 miles up the coast from 
Casablanca, pounded away: at the 
transport off and on for the first 
two days. 
On the second day, 15 German 
planes attempted to attack the 
group of transports, but were in- 
tercepted by Royal Air Force fight- 
er planes which shot down every 
one of the 15 in a fierce dogfight. 
“After that,” said Beck, “we had 
no trouble from the air.” 

Tells of Sinking. 
The fatal attack on the trans- 
ports was launched at dusk. With- 
in a few minutes three of the 
group had been hit. Beck said he 
made the last entry in the ship's 
log at the Captain’s direction, and 
then climbed down the ladder. 
There were hundreds of men in 
the oily water from the three 
transports at one time, he con- 
tinued. He swallowed some of the 
oil and got sick, losing his false 
teeth and spectacles. 
“Tf some shark has ‘em, I hope 
they fit,” he grinned, 
A piece of flying debris had 
struck Beck in the head, inflicting 
a minor scalp wound which sent 
him to a hospital at Fedala for 24 
hours, 
Saw Naval Battie. 

Beck witnessed the 45-minute 
battle between the French battle- 
ship Jean Bart and a group of 
United States battleships and cruis- 
ers which had hemmed the Bart in 
at Casablanca.

James took up the du- 
ties of' a gunnery officer on an- 
other ship and covered the invasion 
against air attack. 

Tells of Rescue Work. 
Tacony, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eugene Tacony, assigned to the 
Rutledge, a troop transport, saw 
his ship torpedoed as he worked 
with a landing party on a beach 
near Casablanta. He and other 
members of the crew put out at 
once in motor launches to rescue 
the men on the ship, he said, “but 
the boats were beached so high 
we had to use amphibian tanks to 
get them afloat.” 

Tacony, when he arrived home 
yesterday, informed Mrs. Frank J. 
Ryan, mother of Petty Officer Rob- 
ert F. Ryan, that her son was safe 
in Norfolk, Va. having come 
through the sinking of the Rut- 
ledge without injury. This was 
the first word Mrs. Ryan has had 
of her son since he sailed shortly 
after Labor day. Ryan is an aerog- 
rapher and expects to be assigned 
to another ship soon, Tacony said. 
Pogue and some of his ship- 
mates aboard the Hewes were 
taken aboard the Rutledge after 
the Hewes went down. 


“That was 


a mistake,” Pogue said, “because 
the very nert night the Rutledge 
was torpedoed and sunn and we got 
the brunt of two enemy attacks.” 
Pogue, machinist’s mate, is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Pogue. 
Helped Save Soldier. 
Hospital Apprentice Hoffman, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. William Hoff- 
man, who also was aboard the Rut- 
ledge, assisted in saving the life 
of a soldier who became tired while 
swimming toward shore after the 
torpedoing. What struck him the 
most, he said, was the speed with 
which the survivors were rescued. 


Adams, son of Mr. and Mrs. Gus 
Adams, is a Coast Guardsman, who 
was assigned to the Hewes, but he 
was not aboard when the ship was 
sunk, He said he was in an inva- 
sion barge and had just returned 
from landing some American 


troops when the torpedo crashed |. 


into the Hewes. Adams and other 
Coast Guardsmen in the barge 
picked up about 50 survivors of the 
ship and took them asore to an 
improvised hospital. 


A buddy of Adams, Cecil Camp- 
bell, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. 
Campbell, also was assigned to the 
Hewes. He was aboard, however, 
when the ship was hit. He is a 
Navy seaman. Aside from swal- 
lowing some oil that floated on top 
of the water and becoming ill, 
Campbell said he was none the 
worse for wear.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
Edwin W. Pauley, secretary-treas-: 
urer of the Democratic National 
Committee, said after a. conference 
with President Rbosevelt — today 
that he would not. be surprised if 
Paul. V. McNutt» remained . in 
charge of man power in the Pres- 
ident’s long-awaited reorganization 
of that phase of the war effort. 

Pauley told reporters that he 
had discussed with the President 
the political aspects of the reported 
Cabinet changes involved in. the 
reorganization and added: 

“I’m not quoting the President, 


but I would not be surprised if 
McNutt kept that job.” 

McNutt now is chairman of the 
War Manpower Commission and 
some reports have had it that he 
would stay there and be given au- 
thority over selective service as 
well as man power for farm and 
factory. 

Meanwhile, reports were circu- 
lating in Congress that the Presi- 
dent might ask Economic Stabili- 
zation Director James F. Byrnes 
to assume. centralized control over 
man power. . 

An earlier reorganization scheme 
supposedly involved giving man 
power controls to Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes, shifting him to Sec- 
retary. of Labor, with McNutt be- 
coming Interior Secretary and 
Miss Frances Perkins moving from 
the labor post to McNutt’s job as 
security administrator. 

Pauley told reporters it would 
seem to him that if McNutt kept 
his job Miss Perkins would atte 
hers. 

“My personal opinion is,” he 
continued, “that Ickes will stay 
where he is. He has done a most 
able job in oil.” Ickes this week 
was named war petroleum admin- 
istrator, having previously been 
petroleum co-ordinator,

SIGNS OF RED DRIVE

Russians may have begun another 
offensive in the Lake Umen area 
with the idea of delivering Len- 
ingrad from a° 16-month-old semi- 
circular German siege line and 
eventually knocking Finland out 
of the war, observers said today.

“Thus,” this-source added, “the 
Ivory Coast is really Allied terri- 
tory and there is no reason to oc- 
cupy it. There is no Axis. terri- 
tory near from which an attack 
could be expected, or on which the 
Allies might want to make ar at- 
tack from the Ivory Coast.” 

The Rome broadcast said the 
British ._ crossed from the Gold 
Coast and the Americans from 
Liberia. 

Aerial Activity. 

Yesterday’s Allied communique 
told .of continuing Allied air at- 
tacks on airdromes at both Tunis 
and Bizerte, and said that espe- 
cially heavy damage had been done 
at Tunis and many enemy aircraft 
have been: destroyed on the ground, 
_A spokesman of the Twelfth 
United States Air Force reported 
that American airmen alone had 
shot down five enemy planes in 
combat Wednesday and. destroyed 
three on the ground. Twenty-one 
more were damaged, he said—six 
in cOmbat and 15 on the ground.

[etter in which he directed 
proce prompt liquidation 
the Works Projects Administration: 


In my annual message to the 
Congress seven years ago I out- 
lined the principles of a Federal 
work relief program. The Work 
Projects Administration was estab- 
lished in May, 1935, and. it has fol- 
lowed these basic principles 
through the years. This Govern- 
ment accepted the responsibility of 
providing useful employment for 
those who were able and willing to 
work, but who could find no op- 
portunities in private industry. 

Seven years ago I was convinced 
that providing useful work is su- 
perior to any and every kind of 


dole. Experience has amply justi-} 


ifed this policy, : 

By building airports, schools, 
highways and parks; by making 
huge quantities of clothing for the 
unfortunate; by serving millions 
of lunches to school children; by 
almost immeasurable kinds and 
quantities of service the Works 
Projects Administration has 
reached a creative hand into every 
county in this nation. It has add- 
ed to the national wealth, has re- 
paired the wastage of depression 
and has strengthened the country 
to bear the burden of war. By em- 
ploying eight millions of Americana, 
with 30 millions of dependents, it 
has brought to these people re- 
newed hope and courage. It has 
maintained and increased _ their 
working skills; and it has enabled 
them once more to take their 
rightful places in public or in pri- 
vate employment. * 


Rolls Greatly Decreased. 

Every employable American 
should be employed at prevailing 
wages in war industries, on farms, 
or in other private or public em- 


ployment. The Work Projects Ad- 


ministration rolls have greatly de- 
creased, through the tremendous 
increase in private employment, as- 
sisted by the training and re-em- 
ployment efforts of its own organ- 
ization, fo a point where a na- 
tional work relief program is no 
longer necessary. Certain groups 
of workers still remain on the rolls 
who may have to be given assist- 
ance by the states and localities; 
others will be able to find work on 
farms or in industry at prevailing 
rates of pay as private employment 
continues to increase, Some of the 
present certified war projects may 
have to be taken over by other 
units of the Federal Works Agency 
or by other departments of the 
Federal Government. State or lo- 
cal projects should be closed out 
by completing useful units of such 
projects or by arranging for the 
sponsors to carry on the work. 


Good Job Well: Done. 


With these considerations in 
mind, I agree that you should di- 
rect the prompt liquidation of the 
affairs of the Work: Projects Ad- 
ministration, thereby conserving a 
large amount of the funds ‘appro- 
priated to this organization. This 
will necessitate closing out all proj- 
ect operations in many states by 
Feb, 1, 1943, and in other states as 
soon thereafter as feasible, By 
taking this action there will be no 
need to provide project funds for 
the Work Projects Administration 
in the budget for the next fiscal 
year. 

I am proud of the Work Proj- 
ects Administration organization. 
It has displayed courage and de- 
termination in the face of unin- 
formed criticism. The knowledge 
and experience of this organization 
will be of great assistance in the 
consideration of a well-rounded 
public works program for the 
post war period, 


With the satisfaction of a good 
job well done and with a high 
sense of integrity, the Work Proj- 
ects Administration has asked for 
and earned an honorable discharge. 


TEMPORARY CEILING ORDER 
ON CERTAIN FOODS EXTENDED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).—A 
60-day’ temporary order fixing 
maximum prices on certain foods, 
scheduled to expire yesterday, was 
extended indefinitely by the Office 
of Price Administration. 

The order applies at the pro- 
cessor, wholesale and retail levels 
to milk products, including butter, 
cheese, evaporated and condensed 
milk, as well as eggs, poultry (ex- 
cept turkeys), flour, cake mixers, 
fresh citrus fruits (at retail only), 
canned citrus fruits and juices, 
corn meal and hominy. 

Ceiling prices of these commo- 
dities will remain frozen at the 
highest level at which they were 
sold by each firm during the Sept. 
28-Oct. 2 period, until replaced by 
specific dollars-and-cents ceilings. 

Sales of raw and unprocessed 
milk fluid by farm co-operatives, 
covered in the original order, were 
exempted because they. fall under 
similar classification to sales: by 
farmers, which are not controlled.

Friedman his chance to ‘put up or 
shut up.’ I have instructed Tom 
C. Clark, chief of the War Frauds 
Unit (in the Department of Jus- 
tice) to call Mr. Friedman before 
the grand jury at Harrisburg; so 
that he can tell the grand jury 
what evidence he has which indi- 
cates that anyone in Washington 
prevented either the United States 
Attorney or the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation from proceeding vig- 
orously in this case.” 

Department of Justice officials 
said yesterday, after learning of 
Friedman’s statement, that the case 
would be presented to the Federal 
grand jury which meets in Har- 
risburg Monday. 

Discussing Friedman’s _§ status, 
about which he said there seemed 
to be some misapprehension in the 
public mind, Biddle explained that 
a United States Commissioner is 
not an employe of the department 
and receives no salary, but is paid 
on a fee basis.

NO WAGE CEILING 
FOR SANTA IF HE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Santa Claus received a Christmas 
present himself today from the 
War Labor Board. 

Demonstrating that there is no 
ceiling on the Yuletide spirit, the 
board issued a blanket wage con- 
trol: exemption to all bona fide 
Santa Clauses on condition that 
they radiate a spirit of good will 
and cheer. 

The board received a rush re- 
quest from the National Retai] Dry 
Goods Association, New York City, 
asking in behaluf of a small store 
whether it could pay its Santa 
Claus $25 this year when last year 
he received only $20, 

In a resolution containing only 
four “whereases,” the board 
promptly decided it had the power 
to grant exemptions “in the case of 
small total wage increases,” and so 
resolved, provided: 

“That the term bona fide Santa 
Claus shall be construed to include 
only such persons as wear a red 
robe, white whiskers and other 
well-recognized accouterments be- 
fitting their station in life, and 
provided that they have a kindly 
and jovial disposition and use 
their high office of juvenile trust 
to spread he Christmas spirit of 
goodwill among all men, women 
and children; and, 

“Provided further, that this ex- 
emption shall extend from the be- 
ginning of the Christmas season 
to the end thereof, and shall not be 
considered as a precedent, since the 
role of Santa Claus in a war-torn 
world is unique.”

Training of Negro women for 
skilled production work at the Cur- 
tiss-Wright airplane factory, Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, will be begun 
Dec. 14, it was announced today 
by C. W. France, vice-president 
and: general manager. 

The training program for Negro 
women, augmenting one begun for, 
Negro men last June, was made

One group of about 15 women 
will start training at the plant 
and will receive pay during the 
training period.

Those who complete the 
six-week course successfully will 
receive the same rate of pay as 
other workers in like jobs. 

The training will be for airplane 
fabrication, mostly in riveting and 
sheet-metal work.

Administration Getting Scared. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon-

House action was viewed

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill, sponsored by Represen- 
tative Pace (Dem.), Georgia, would 
require that all the farmer’s labor 
costs, including himself, his wife 
and children and his hired help, 
be included in the parity computa- 
tion of prices of agricultural com- 
modities. (Parity is an arbitrary 
price calculated to give farmers 
the buying power df some past fa- 
vorable period for agriculture, 
usually 1909-14.) 

Under the anti-inflation law, 
which conferred broad executive 
authority over wages, salaries and 
prices, a floor of 90 per cent of 
parity, by the old definition, was 
put under six basic commodities— 
wheat, cotton, corn, rice, tobacco 
and peanuts (except grains used 
for feed); and the statute provides 
that no ceilings can be placed over 
farm commodities at less than 100 
per cent of -parity or the highest 
price from Jan. 1 to Sept. 15, 
whichever is higher. 

It was assumed that if parity is 
redefined, then a formula includ- 
ing labor costs would be used in 
computing the floors and ceilings 
for all farm commoditeis.

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ASSAULT ON AXIS NERVES —

SCHUBERT 


N going over to the offensive in 
the European theater of the war, 
we are not neglecting the “war 
of nerves” — the warfare which 
uses ideas as missiles, and which 
on one or two occasions has 
cracked great and powerful nations 
wide open long before their military 
establishments’ equivalent defeat. 
The Axis. has used the “war, of 
nerves,” too, on many occasions 
both during and before the war, 
notably against the French. As 
used by the Axis, this weapon has 
taken a most malevolent form. In- 
stead of appealing to the better

Y contrast, our own war of 
B nerves is refreshing in its blunt 
candor. 

We make no bones about our 
platform. We intend to secure the 
military cefeat of Germany and 
Italy and the overthrow of their 
present dictatorships.

of years, have demonstrated their 
complete unfitness and unwilling- 
ness to lead a Germany and Italy 
co-operating fairly as partners in a 
world of international co-operation.

Making a Wise Hedge. 
HE public attitude regarding 
- the Jength. of the war appears 
to be: Let everyone do his duty 
and fate will determine the out- 
come in due time. This is a good 
attitude. Such warnings are a 
wise hedge against inscrutable ele- 
ments which may always occur in 
the course of.so-titanic a conflict. 
But, in reality, the duration: of 
the war is not chiefly a matter of 
destiny, but depends upon plan- 
ning. We can plan a military pro- 
gram, a production program and 
a shipping program aiming at vic- 
tory in 1943, or we can plan for 
victory in ‘44 or '45. If we are 
planning for the later victory, we 
can make it difficult or impossible 
to win the earlier one.

No longer 
are the famous gardens that surround historic Chapultepec Castle 
merely a mecca for pleasure seekers early on week ends and holidays, 
Thousands of young men, middle-aged men, of all classes and condi- 
tions of society, will be there learning the arts of war.

Mexico is at war with Japan, 
Germany and Italy. And for the 
first’ time in history a compul- 
sory military training law has 
been enacted. Every male member 
of the population between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five is sub- 
ject to military service. This Mexi- 
can law will operate differently 
from ours. Only youngsters eight- 
een years of age will be actually 
inducted to begin with. Some 200,- 
000 are now in the eligible list. All 
others will constitute the organ- 
ized reserves, 


Thousands Volunteer. 


The law does not become effec- 
tive until the first of the year, but 


hundreds of thousands of men 


throughout the nation have refused 
to wait. They have insisted upon 
immediate action. So every Sun- 
day morning clerks, business men, 
students and truck drivers volun- 
tarily pass several hours receiving 
ingtruction from: officers and non- 
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commissioned officers of the regu- 
lar army. 

Rafael Garcia is a bellboy at the 
hotel where I stayed in Mexico 
City. He is twenty-two years old 
and is studying chemistry at the 
university. At the same time he 
Supports a mother, a sister and 
an orphaned cousin. He attends 
classes and experiments in the 
laboratory at the university from 
8 o’clock until noon on week days, 
From 1 to 8 p. m. he lugs baggage, 
ice water and runs errands for 
finicky foreign guests.

WHAT'S LEFT OF THE JAP. NAVY? 
The Japs made another desperate attempt to re- 
inforce Guadalcanal on the night of Nov. 30-Dec. 1, 
according to a Navy announcement yesterday. They 
lost two ships that were either big destroyers or 
small cruisers, four destroyers, two transports and 
one cargo ship. We lost one cruiser, and other ships 
were damaged. 

The question is raised: How long are they going 
to keep coming back in the face of repeated defeats? 
Their military and naval record shows they are 
persistent. It seems safe to figure that they will 
keep coming back as long as they have a ghost of 
a chance. They may even keep coming back as long 
as they have even a semblance of a navy. And no- 
body knows just how much of a navy the Japs have 
now because the Japs fooled the world and began 
this war with a bigger navy than anyone knew they 
had. 

It was in 1936, wher the naval limitations treaties 
expired ang Japan decided not to play any more, 
that the handwriting on the wall should have been 
visible. Reports began arriving in this country of 
high fences erected around ‘all Jap naval yards, 
workers quartered inside and only high-ranking Jap 
officers being allowed to leave the yards. — 

A few diplomatic inquiries from other nations as 
to just what Japan’s naval intentions might be 
drew evasive replies and then rebuffs. But, on 
the ground that big warships are hard to con- 
ceal and naval attaches are a foxy lot, it was con- 
cluded that the United States knew just what Japan 
had up its sleeve in the way of naval construction. 
So the naval tables showed the United States Navy 
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Jap Navy. But, according to a Washington dispatch 
by John M. Hightower, “Unhappily, Japan won the 
pre-war battle of espionage so completely that almost 
everything Japan’s enemies thought they knew about 
its Navy was in some degree inaccurate.” 

Hightower points out that, up to last Dec. 7, it 
was believed Japan had no more than 46 cruis- 
ers. He adds that since then the United Nations have 
reported officially that they have sunk 33 of these 
and damaged to some extent about the same num- 
ber. And yet the Japs still have cruisers to use. 
They were presumed to have begun the war with 
eight airplane carriers. Six have been reported 
sunk, and now it is thought that the Japs began the 
war with at least 12 carriers instead of just eight. 

If we had the wrong data on the carrier and 
cruiser classes, as the evidence indicates, we prob- 
ably had the wrong data on battleships, destroyers, 
submarines and auxilHaries. But the Japs had cor- 
rect data on our Navy, right down to the last de- 
stroyer. In addition, they had a lot of other perti- 
nent information about us. 

With our Navy taking a 3-to-1 toll from the 
Jap Navy, we at least know we are cutting it down 
handsomely, although we don’t know how much 
carving still lies ahead. On the other hand, the Japs 
of- the High Command must be rather saddened, as 
they pore over the exact figures they possessed last 
December, at the great distance they yet have to go 
to make a sizable cut in the Pacific part of our one- 
ocean Navy. 

However, for the benefit of those whe may wax 
unduly optimistic over our naval batting average, 
it is well to recall that there have been persistent 
reports since 1936 that the Japs were building super- 
super-dreadnaughts with 18-inch guns for blasting 
our biggest battlewagons and that they were build- 
ing oversized cruisers of 15,000 tons with 12-inch 
batteries for the purpose of murdering our 10,000-ton 
eight-inch gunned cruisers. 

It may be that they have built some such ships. 
If so, it would seem to be about time for Tojo 
to bring them into action. Judging from what two 
of our cruisers, the San Francisco and the Boise, 
did to the superior Jap forces they went up against, 
our Navy can be expected to give an excellent account 
of itself even if some of its middleweights have to 
take on heavyweights. But one thing seems certain— 
the Japs are going to comé back for another round— 
and come back hard. 

MILK FOR HOTTENTOTS. | 

It is hard to believe that President W. P. 
Witherow of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers gave thought to the full implication of his 
statement that he is “not fighting for a quart of 
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Danube.” 

If the post-war settlement does not make it pos- 
sible for every Hottentot to earn a quart of milk 
and does not make possible a TVA on the Danube, 
then ft will be a mere prelude to World War III, 
even as Versailles was a prelude to World -War II. 

If the world is again divided into “haves” and 
“have-nots,” all the old arguments will be available 
to a new Hitler, perhaps a Hottentot Hitler. There 
will be all the old talk about the injustices of the 
peace treaty, and all the old arguments for taking 
by force what could not be obtained as a matter of 
right. New demagogues will be able to tell their 
audiences that they are a misused master race— 
perhaps a Hottentot master race. 

This does not mean that we are obliged to set up 
a sort of perpetual world-wide WPA, but it does 
mean that we and our allies will have to arrange 
the world’s economy so that the “Hottentots” have a 
chance to earn a quart of milk a day, cow or cocoa- 
nut type, and anything else they need to exist. It’s 
either that or more wars to come, 
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NEW ATTACKS ON PRICE CONTROLS. 
Full of elation and the sense of power as a result 
of their defeat of the poll-tax bill in the Senate, 
the Southern Democrats have opened a double-bar- 
reled attack on price controls in the House, 
Representative Pace of Georgia has succeeded in 
having the farm price parity formula rewritten so 
that it will include labor costs. This was done in 
spite of the administration’s pre-election opposition 
to this price-boosting device, and in spite of the 
estimate that it will mean an increase of about 
three and a half billion dollars a year in food costs.

They will realize on it fully when 
they restore the communication lines through the 
Mediterranean and can threaten the Axis with a 
real African springboard for the invasion of the 
continent. —

NE thing about a fireplace: You don't 
have to own a ration book to keep it 
Heating éngineers may moan about 
inefficiency and meticulous housewives may 
groan about wood ashes, but a good many 
folks are thankful now if they have a hearth 
and the firewood to feed it.

To be sure, not‘ every fireplace is a joy 
and a comfort to the shivering heart.

Moreover, even the best of fireplaces 
calls for a wise keeper of the flame—and |. 
the art of fire-tending is by no means .a 
universal accomplishment. 
Like all the arts, fire-tending calls for 
patience and tolerance, Patience with the | 
simmering log and the slow flame. Kindling 
makes a quick heat and a fine flare, but 
lasting warmth comes from the leisurely 
fire and the bed of embers, And there must: 
be tolerance; of ashes, for one thing. 
The fireplace shoveled and swept’ clean 
each morning is doomed to failure; all it 
does is burn wood, and burn it quickly.

‘The mantel is a facade, after all. The 
andirons are there only to keep the logs 
where they belong.

Chaplain Wither- 
spoon rapidly got the solier’s or- 
ders changed—no longer possible 
now that shipping lists are made 
up at Gen. Walter Weaver's head- 
quarters in Knollwood, N. C. — 
and arranged for the boy to stay 
at camp until his mother and sis- 
ter were on their way back to 
Worcester, Mass. 

The intimacy that exists between 
a soldier and his chaplain is not 
easy to establish at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, or at any training unit or 
replacement center where boys re- 
main only long enough for orienta- 
tion. ; 

“When a chaplain has been with 
a division for a long time and 
gone through battle with them, 
been by their side through the

thick of everything—as the chap- 
lains did on Bataan — he’s ‘one 
of the boys,’” said Col. Wither- 
spoon. As a representative of the 
War Department on the First and 
Second Army maneuvers in North 
and South Carolina a year ago, 
he got a picture of chaplaincy un- 
der fire, a preview of what will 
be his own experiences when the 
overseas duty he expects: comes 
through, and his own wife and 
13-year-old son are left behind. 

“At the end of the day, the 
chaplains are just as exhausted 
as the boys they serve with, going 
through the same hardships. I 
remember the Catholic chaplain 
saying Thanksgiving day mass at 
3:30 in the morning when there 
was a lull in maneuvers—mass 
said in the field, under the sky, 
in darkness.” 


Into the field a minister in uni- 
form carries full personal equip- 
ment—musette bag, helmet, gas 
mask and canteen. He takes the 
Lord’s work with him, too—simpli- 
fied paraphernalia for conducting 
battlefront services, a small folding 
organ, Bibles, hytun books. His 
responsibility, as much as that of 
the medical corps, are the wound- 
ed, to whom he may give first aid 
as well as spiritual counsel. He 
identifies and buries those that 
have .fallen in the field, marking 
graves, making official reports, 
conducting simple service, packag- 
ing. personal belongings for the 
family. He may write a letter toa 
soldier's mother, who does not 
mind the censorship of “how” or 
“where” for knowing, “Your boy 
died bravely. You would have been 
proud.” * 

Col. Witherspoon, Kansas-born, 
came to Barracks two months ago 
to head the group of nine chap- 
lains there. 

“First duty,” he said, “was to ac- 
cept responsibility for all proper- 
ties issued by the quartermaster— 
hymnals, altar equipment, type- 
writers, even paper  perforators 
and pen holders. Next job was to 
check- the tables of organization 
with the number of chaplains, 
requisition Washington for addi- 
tional needs.” He followed the 
routine formula, but knew, as 
Time magazine reported two weeks 
ago, that the 4000 military minis- 
ters now serving are not quite 
enough to go around because sev- 
eral of the denominations lag in 
filling their quotas, and that the 


Army will have to hump a bit to 
allot one chaplain to each 1200 of- 
ficers' and men. 


“We need that many,” Col. With-~ 


erspoon explained, “because sol- 
diers as a rule are much more 
eager for religion than they were 
in civilian life, Surveys by civilian 
churchmen have confirmed it.. Our 
attendance at services here at 
Barracks is amazingly large.”

IS concern over the “alarming 
Hpercentaze of ministers with- 

out seminary training,” which 
necessitated a lowering of qualifi- 
cations for Army chaplaincy from 
four years of college, three of sem- 
inary and three of ministerial ex- 
perience, to a college degree and 
two years’ experience, recalls two 
years of service on procurement as 
assistant chief of chaplains, per- 
connel section, Washington, D. C. 
The youngest Lieutenant Colonel 
in the corps, just 38, Witherspoon 
left his job of recruiting, supervis- 
ing training and assignment of 
chaplains, working as right-hand 
man to Brigadier-General William 
R. Arnold, whom he calls “the 
chief,” for active duty. 


“A wonderful man,” he describes 
the Catholic Monsignor who heads 
Uncle Sam’s clergymen ‘in. khaki. 
“He’s responsible for the great 
achievements and advdncements 
made in the corps these past four 
years, and for the fact that it was 
ready for the added duties of war- 
time. His fairness, his impartial- 
ity in/ dealing with other denomina- 
tions——” 

These qualities explain why 
Protestant denominations repre- 
sented in the corps united to urge 
a break in the precedent of one 
four-year term for the chief of 
chaplains, asked that Arnold be 
retained for a second term. Col. 
Witherspoon’s picture of him is of 
a tall, dark, sparely built man with 
a deep, inspiring voice, a tremen- 
dous sense of responsibility, a stern 
self-discipline, 


“He conducts 6:15 mass each 
morning at Fort Myers chapel, in 
Arlington, works from that time 
until 11 a. m, staff meeting, is at 
his office until 8 or 9 each eve- 
ning, takes work home with him.” 

The schedule is scarcely more 
rigorous than that of chaplains at 
the Barracks, each of whom is on 
duty at least three nights a week

INCEMEAT is a food which 
can be dehydrated and pack- 


aged “without losing a bit of ~ 


its natura] zestful flavor. In this 
form it is likely to be abundantly 
available this year, so don’t skimp 
on mince pies if the family is 
partial to them. There are other 
things to do with the rich, spicy 
mincemeat, too. Try it in pud- 
dings, in turnovers, in fruit cake, 
and in cookies. Filled cookies 
with mincemeat are sure to be 
popular with men who carry 
lunches with them to work; and 
so are bar cookies such as those 
you will make with today’s recipe. 
For these it is not necessary to 
cook the mincemeat up with wa- 
ter; just use it dry, crumbling it 


into the cookie batter. 


Spicy Fruit Bars. 

Three cups all-purpose floyr, one- 
half teaspoon: salt, one teaspoon 
soda, one nhine-ounce package 
mincemeat, one cup shortening 
(half butter), one cup sugar, one- 
half cup honey, two eggs. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with salt and soda. 
Break up the~ mincemeat into 
small pieces; do not add water. 
Cream shortening until smooth 
and soft, blend in the sugar thor- 
oughly, and add honey; beat until 


mixture is smooth and light. Add 


eggs and again beat until mixture 
is fluffy. Stir in the flour mixture 
gradually, and when it is well 
blended stir in the mincemeat. 
Spread out in a large baking sheet 
(1544x10% inches) which has been 
well buttered; remainder of batter 
may either be spread in a smaller 
baking sheet or dropped on by tea- 
spoonfuls to make a crisper cookie, 
Bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) for 12 to 15 minutes, or 
until lightly browned. Place on a 
cake rack to cool; then cut into 
bars two by three inches. Makes

Our job is the 
realistic application of religion to 
Dogmatism, doc- 
trinal and scriptural sermons won't 
do that. Guidance will.” 

Significant evidence that the lay 
clergy is increasingly ready to ac- 
cept practical leadership, ‘ attuned 
to the problems of the world at 
war as well as of the spirit that 
yearns to be at peace, came with 
Col, Witherspoon’s election this 
summer to two prominent : posts 
within his own demomination; that 
of Assistant Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Council of Congregational 
Christian Churches; that of repre- 
sentative to the Federal Council of 
Churches. Congregationalists may 
recall an attempt to swing the Dur- 
ham (N. H.) Conference to the 
pacifist persuasion, Col. Wither- 
spoon’s 13 years of Army chap- 
laincy ‘would indicate that the 
sword was mightier than the palm 
leaf at a time when the Christian 
world needs more militant spiritual 
leadership. 

“You can’t,” as he points out, 
“be a chaplain and a pacifist.” 

A common phrase in barracks 
vernacular is “Aw, tell it to the 
chaplain,” a scarcely consoling line 
suggesting to a troubled rookie 
that hé keep his worries to him- 
self. It’s because he doesn’t, be- 
cause he so often finds practical 
as well as moral counsel at the 
little white “church” nearby, that 
the troubleshooting parsons of the 
firing line are as essential to ‘the 
Army as its bullets and its bombs. 

The chaplain’s task of keeping 
hope alive and courage warm for 
boys on battlefronts. makes more 
than a song—almost a doxology— 
of “Praise the Lord, and pass the 
ammunition.”

the Feet 


quest that I write more about 

foot care. They are having new 
troubles with their feet since they 
are forced to use them more. 

Feet should be regularly exer- 
cised through calesthenics, (not by 
walking only) to keep strong and 
flexible and comfortable. One of 
the best exercises to do at the end 
of the day is this: Place a medium 
sized bath towel on the floor. Place 
toes of both feet over edge of it. 
Keeping your heels on the floor, 
strive to pull the towel inch by 
inch under your foot. Relax and 
shake your feet. 

The good old epsom salt bath is 
the best for quick relief for tired 
and burning feet. Take a basin 
of quite hot water and a cupful 
of epsom salt (which you buy in 
the five. pound package at any 
drugstore for a few cents). After 
your feet have soaked a couple of 
minutes take one: at a time and 
rub them with handsfull of the 
salt—letting the salt drop into the 
water. Soak for a few more mo- 
ments and then plunge the feet 
into much cooler water. Dry and 
massage well with a foot cream 
or lotion. Some women prefer to 
remove excess lotion with a good 
cologne and then sprinkle the feet 
with a cooling foot powder.

I have been told that very few 
people need cumbersome arch sup- 
porters or especially styled shoes. 
Supporters are more or less like 
crutches — if you use them con- 
stantly the foot muscles will not 
be exercised and they will become 
stubborn and lame. Small meta- 
tarsal arch pads are the exception 
for they do ease the pain and as 
they should not be more than one- 
fourth of an inch thick, they are 
not crippling. They should be 
placed just in back of the ball of 
the foot. But do continue to exer- 
cise and massage your feet so in 
time you will be able to get along 
without even these, 

There is a creamy white foot 
stick which looks like an over- 
sized lipstick, which contributes to 
foot comfort during the day if it 
is applied in the morning before 
putting on hose and shoes. It con-

It does 
not injure your hose and it does 
keep your feet feeling mighty nice 
all day. 


Duplicate and 
Rubber Bridge 
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The bidding: 
South West North East 
1 diamond Pass 1 heart Pass 
2 no trump Pass 3notrump Pass 


West opened his fourth highest 
spade and East’s queen was taken 
by the ace. Declarer immediately 
attacked the heart suit, carefully 
attempting to ¢onceal the jack by 
leading the seven spot to the queen. 
East, seeing no good reason for 
holding off, accepted his. king, and 
returned the seven of spades, de- 
clarer following with the four. At 
this point West found himself with 
a difficult decision. He could not 
tell whether or not East had an- 
other heart stopper, the concealed 
heart jack might be in his hand 
instead of the declarer’s. 

Nor could West know about the 
club situation; it was possible that 
East had that suit stopped also. 
West himself had a diamond stop- 
per and hence had some slight 
ground for hoping that the con- 
tract could be defeated. Obvious- 
ly, if that were so, the best play 
was to duck the second spade and 
wait for another lead from East 
to trap declarer’s marked jack 
and run the suit. This, of course, 
would have been the correct pok 
icy at rubber bridge. The fact that 
West’s spade king might “go to 
sleep” would not be a pertinent 
factor. 

At duplicate, however, West real- 
ized that he might be making a 
fata] error by passing this present 
spade trick. The bidding indicat- 
ed that South had a strong club 
holding. If he also had the heart 
jack, he probably would be able to 
run off the rest of the tricks. 

After careful consideration of 
South’s strong bidding and the 
cards in sight, West concluded that 
any hope of defeating the contract 
was too far-fetched. He, there- 
fore, took his spade king and re- 
turned a spade. Obviously, declar- 
er had the rest of the tricks and, 
indeed, would have been able to 
shut out the spade king if West 
had held it up. 

At rubber bridge, West’s accept- 
ance of his spade king would be a 
virtual “give-up” play, hence inde- 
fensible. At duplicate it was 
shrewd and sound.

warm clothes, stout shoes, long 
arm stockings, good overshoes,

Collect the necessary garments 
and sew labels into them securely.
